The appearance of a community, as well as the wealth per 
capita, depends largely upon the amount invested by individuals 
for homes. 

For the person who owns his own home a habit of thrift is 
created, he becomes more independent, and derives a pleasure 
from such ownership that cannot be had otherwise. 

The fact that he owns his home means that he may remodel 
it at any time, to make it more comfortable and convenient, or to 
improve the appearance.

After many years, a rent payer has nothing but a bundle of 
rent receipts, which money, instead, might have been paying off 
a mortgage by payments, which would correspond to rent.
